To Add to the Horror Two Tanks of 


Oil Explode, Scattering Burning 


Fluid ou the Crowds. 


ST. LOUIB, Jannary 21 — A wrack 


•which, in its consequence, wag one of 
the most appalling and disastrous that 
has occurred in years, happened between 
Wann and , Alton Junction, 111., this 
morning. 


The Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Colum- 


bQB & St. Louie Southwestern Limited 
passenger train, consisting of an engine 
and lour coaches, which left here this 
morning for the east, ran into a switch 
a half mile north of Wunc and crashed 
into a train consisting of seven tank cars 
standing thereon. 


The result was a fire and afterwards 


an explosion, which has already cost six 
livoD, several more seriously hurt than 
othere, and caueod a great loss to the 
company. 


.The dead .aro Webb Rosa, Mattoon, 


111., engineer of tho limited ; Hiram Cor- 
nelius, Iowa; Edward 
Miller, Altoo 


Junction ; two unidentified men and a 
boy. name unknown. 


All ware burned to death. 
Tho following wore fatally burned: 


William Shuttuck, Upper Alton; Frank 
Bcullon, Alton; Joe Hermann, Alton; 
John WittciuBon. Alton; John Fred, Ed- 
wardville GroBeiug, III. ; Charles Harris, 
Alton, John Lonk, Alton; A. T. Eraser, 
St. Louis ; Edward Maupln, Alton, 


All the fatally injured were burned 


about thn head and body, and twelve 
others curiously injured. 


The fcouthweateru Limited was due at 


Wann nt 8:45. 


There are no side tracks there, but 


about one-hall mile boyond Alton Junc- 
tion arc Bovoral n witches, P. Gratton by 
name, also a barber, and upon him is 
laid the blame by tlio railroad oin<:ials 
as also the train men, for tho accident, 
and officers are now Rearching for him, 
as ho flod during the excitement follow- 
ing tbe accident. 


The train roRchod Wann twelve min- 
teB late at Alton Junction, running at 
ho roto of forty m.leu an hour, the en- 
tioer beiwjj dflsirous of making up lost 
me. 
Tho Bwitvli was BO turned as to a end 


the flying train into one of tbe side 
tracks. On the i ruck were eevtm tank 
cars filled with rc-liu&il lubricating oil. 


The engineer called to tho fireman, 


Dick White, to jnmp for his life. Ho 
then reversed hie engine and applied the 
air breJces, but too lato. The engine 
crashed entirely through tiro cars, split- 
ting them in half, and was then forced 
entirely over the others. 


Oil from the wrecked tanks at once 


caught lire, and a Boa of flames at once 
uurrcundtjd the engineer, who jumped 
just ae the pilot of ttiu eugioe struck tbe 
Hrattank. 


The bravo man struggled to tho em- 


bankment on the side of the track, but 
as soon as he reached the bank sank to 
ho earth a crisp iiud blackened corpse. 
Tbe

with 
alight 


bruises. 


The engineer's action in reversing the 


engine and apply ing the brakes slackened 
tbe speed of tho train eufflciontly to pre- 
vent any serious injnry to the passen- 
gers, nf whom iliere wore a'lout sixty, 


lu tbe baggage car the mails, eleven 


pieces of bflggago nod a corpse 
all 


burned. 


In n few.momoalfl the flames spread 


to tho other coaches tmd all wore soon in 
ruins. 


Three oil tanks, together with the en- 


gine and tender, were also consumed. 


PueeeuRorB 
and 
villagers crowded 


around tlio burning wreck anxious to oa- 
•sist, if possible, any unfortunates who 
might be in need of help. 


At this time a culmination of tho hor- 


rible affair occurred. 


Two tank cara left unharmed by the 


engine eimuUflncouely and with fearful 
force exploded, throwing pieces of the 
iron eides out into tho adjacent fields 
and 
showering upon the aRsembled 


crowd of eightaeere a flaming mass of 
liquid. 


For a second after the noise of the ox- 


plosion there waa no sound save tbe 
whish of seething oil as it was forced 
through the air. 


Then there arose a confusion of ago- 


nizing appeals tor help and cries of terror 
to which no tongne nor pen can do jus- 
tice. 


For several minutes there was a panic 


that was indiscribable. 


Those touched by tbe blazing oil ran 


about wildly seeking in vain relief from 
their torture. 


Almost without exception the. injured 


were burned about tho faco, and had 
tjheir eyesight lemporanly, if not perma- 
nently, destroyed. 


Those who were uninjured we*e so ter* 


ror stricktn as to be unable to assist 
the'r 
less fortunate 
companions for 


sometime. 


Hastily improvised litters were formed 


and willing htiuila tenderly carried the 
dead and injured to Wann, where they 
wore placed in the depot until a relief 
train could ba brought to tho scene. 


Word was dispatched to Alton by 


courier, the heat having melted the tele, 
graph wires, to have a train made up 
and send for the wounded. 


When the train boaring the dentt and 


wounded reachn%5-Alton a crowd gath- 
ered and heartrending acenea were wit- 
nessed, when Robbing women recognized 
among the dead some relative or friend. 


Tbe financial loss to the railroad com- 


pany will bo very large, the engine and 
tender, four conches, seven tank cars 
and a considerable eection of track being 
totally ruined. 


Two small dwellings which stood near 


the track wore burned with their con- 
ents. 
The total loss will probably aggregate 


§125,000. 


A track was constructed at one side of 


tbe ruins and trains on the Alton and 
Big Fonr will both bo running regularly 
tonight. 


Scenes in the hospital rooms where 


the wounded wore removed were moat 
patbetic. 
The dirty oil soaked rags 


were cut away from tho bodies, and tbe 
horrible work of tbo burning oil was 
laid bare. Tbe hands and faces were all 
scorched and bleeding, lips and noses 
all swollen and distorted, and eyes 
Cither burned oat or flame eaten and 
oncraated with blood and dust. 


The hands of mfiny were harried to a 


criep, fingers missing and arms broken. 


Several victims when uncovirarl wen) 


found to be without a cuticle, tho flames 
having cooked and burned it until it 
cither clung to the clothing in removal or 
fell away of its own accord. 


Soon relatives and friends, with flnx 


ione, tear-H'.ained faooa and dishevelei 
appearance, where whisperiug words o 
comfort into the earn of tho dying, am 
nob1 ing wonlB of cheer that woro ball 
choked in their utterances.

It may be 
agreed without hesitation that there are 
divorce anils which should be tried with 
closed doors, end in which the judge is 
jQButted in naing every lawful means to 
prevent the testimony from being made 
public. Bat when he attempts to extend 
hia authority from the parties to tho suit, 
the court officials, the attorneys who are 
officers of tbe conrt and the witnesses, 
to those who have not become subject to 
his jurisdiction in the matter, he is 
claiming power that moat not exist In a 
free conntry. K he attempts to decree 
that a man who was not connected with 
the case eball not speak about it if he 
becomes acquainted with the facts, or 
that a newspaper shall not publish the 
testimony if it ie secnred, be claims a 
power that is not to be found ontaide of 
despotic governments. 


If a jatfse may forbid a newspaper to 


publish or comment on the fact he may 
forbid it to publish or comment on any 
other. If be may prevent it from pub- 
lishing news of a divorce fioit he may 
prevent it from pablishinj; Ihe news of a 
robbery of tbe public treasury, or of the 
looting of an estate that is nnder tbe 
protect ion of the court, or of a caae of 
Jury bribing H a jodge may forbid 
publication in tbe manner that Judge 
Lorlgan has attempted, a corporation 
indue may forbid the publication of facia 
that would make trouble for a railroad 
or a water company. 


K there can be a eag law in tie re- 


public, it is time the people and the 
proas found it out and mended it. The 
, 


freedom of speech and ttie press is not 
golntt to be overthrown in this country 
merely because It is sometimes abused. 


The argument oi tbe Examiner is un- 


assailable. If a court haa power to pro- 
rent a person from speaking aboat or 
otherwise making public the proceedings 
cf a trial it has equal power to furnish 
the Jndtclal Star chamber with the 
implements of tho Spanish Inquisition, 
lor tha implements would U in harmony 
with the method*.

ASKEDl'O VOTE IfOlt STEPHEN M. 


WHITE. 


How He Was to Be KewArdetl— The 


Senatorial luveatlga- 


tlOD. 


Yeatordtty'a Chronicle gives Aeeom- 


jlyman Jacobaen'a testimony at the in- 
vestigation into Bretz'B cbargea that 
money was nsod to secure White's elec- 
tion t> tbo eenatoisblp as follows: 


Assemblyman Jacobaen of Freano tes- 


tified, that his published statement as to 
ihe offer 
made for the tupport of 


the Populists for White were substan- 
tially true. Assembly man Mordecaihad 
taken him into the fateful library and 
asked him whether he had any ambi- 
tions, any aspirations. There waa a 
senatorial election coining off and tho 
Democrats 
would like hie. support. 


Jacobaon told Mordocai hie vote was not 
[or Bale, but M^rdecai disclaimed any 
such desire. Still, there WBB plenty of 
positions that could be had, and he might 
ae able to get something for him. 
Jacobseo said he would liko to go aa a 
:oreign minister. 
Mordecai said tbat 


was out of the question, but ae for a 
consulate tbat might be arranged. Mor- 
decai again disclaimed any attempt or 
intention to bribe after Jacobsen had 
eaid tbat tho Populista had a candidate 
of their own, and ho would have to anp- 
jort him. When Jacobaen'a statement 
jubliehed in a San Francisco paper waa 
read to him, in which he had charged 
.hat there had been corruption and 
tnibery in tbe senatorial contest, he de- 
clared the accneationa were not well 
bunded. 
He was very angry at the 


timeand desired to retract anything ho 
had aaid positively alleging corruption.

H, Tucker of Belmo had tasen witness 
into tbat same old library and asked 
limtovorafor White, hintiiiR at tbe 
jame time something about patronage 
f he would do so. Mr. Cannon had aleo 
said it would bo a good idea to support 
Whito In order tbat some _of the federal 
patronage might ba obtained by tha 
Populists.
